Government, Thay imposed finea for breaches of re- 
gulation on British merchants, thoy gave notice of 
“ lax proceddinga to the Chineso, bat they succeeded in 
effecting no improvoment in ‘tho system, while they 
incurred much odinm among their countrymen, by in- 
flicting penalties on them for acta which it wag noto- 
rious the citizens of other.conntries wera committing 
every day with complote impunity. 

The abuaas ot last attainad such @ height that the 
Chinese autboritios were nnable to check them, wad 
as they were pressed for fonds to meat the expenses. 
entailed on tha Government by the jnwarrection, they 
requested the Consuls of tha Treaty Powera to assint 
in organieing the Custom-bouse establishment, and 
readily agreod to.uccopt tha wervicos of threa fordign 
Inapeotora, ona baing named or recommended by each. 
Consal, to aid in the collection of the revunuo. ‘The 
goad effects of tho enorgy and honesty thay importad 
into the administration soon mad themaolvey felt ; 
in one yaar the revenue doubled itself, gud bas ainca 
shown @ steady progression in proportion ta the in- 

, oreasa of trade. The increase af the revenne is by no 
incans, howover, the most beneficial rosult of the ar- 
rangement. Tho pastial levy of duties, and the capri- 
cious enforcement of regulations which fell sv buavily 
on the Britich merchant, no longer exist, sind tho 
Castom-houso now weighs equally apon all. 


This system which had anawered so well at

THE ATTACK ON THE-FRENOH 
GARRISON AT HUE. 


“¥rom Saigon’ papors recived yosterday wo 
gathorthe following partionlare of the attack on 
tho Frouch Garrison at Hud :— Poe don op 
General Conroy left Hanoi for Hué on the 
17th June, taking with, him an escort of aach 
proportions as to give tho idon of a domonatra- 
tion in force. This escort was coniposed of tho 
Srd battalion of Zonaves, 150 Chasaeure of tho 
11th battalion, and five gunboats. On arrival at 
Hné, it ie said, ho was mot reocived with tho 
consideration due to his position, and ou the 
occasion of his presentation to the King he was 
inaulted by being called upon to obsorve cortain 
humiliating formalities, with which derand he 
refused tocomply, In consequence of tho pre- 
tentions of tho. Regents, ho decided to-call for 
reinforcements from Tonquin. Thoattack on tho 
Residoncy was made onthe night of the 4th July, 
the Aunanites choosing wo time when Goueral 
| Courey was engnped in holding a reception of 
the European residonta. The following’ official 
account has been published by General Conrcy 
in 6 general ordér dated this 9th July— "" 
During tha sight of the 4th-5th July onr 
troops were attacked at Hué, without provoca- 
tion, by the troops of tho Regents of Annum. 


Awakoned by tho fire and the bombardmont 


of their quarters, thoy hold thoir ground against 
the assailants until the braak of day, when they 
assamed tlie offensive and put them to flight: 
The enemy left“ffteen hundred dead on the 
ground. Qur losses de not amount to more than, 
fifty killed and wounded. : 
We aro now absolute masters of Hué. - 
In bringing this ovent to the notice of the 
troops undor hisordera, the Genoral commanding 
the Tonquin corps is happy to inform them that
